The  old  house  borer  can  cause  severe 
damage  to  buildings  in  the  Eastern  United 
States.  This  slightly  revised  leaflet  de- 
scribes the  different  states  the  insect  passes 
through  during  its  life,  physical  charac- 
teristics of  the  insect,  where  it  lays  its  eggs, 
how  much  damage  it  can  cause,  and 
measures  that  can  be  taken  to  control  in- 
festation. 
Constructing   an    effective    anticoyote 

electric  fence.  (L  565)  6  p.  50<t. 

This  anticoyote  electric  fence  has  proved 
effective  in  protecting  sheep  from  coyotes. 
Past  attempts  at  coyote  proof  fencing  were 
not  successful  because  only  charged  wires 


were  used.  Intruders  were  not  grounded 
when  touching  the  wiresand  and  could  not 
receive  a  shock.  This  new  electric  fence 
alternates  electrified  and  ground  wires 
from  top  to  bottom,  making  it  impossible 
for  a  coyote  to  avoid  simultaneous  contact 
with  a  charged  and  a  ground  wire.  This 
publication  makes  recommendations  for 
fence  design,  wire,  posts,  and  power  to  be 
used  in  the  construction  of  the  electric 
fence.
